DW; That though we have always wiſhed, 
3232 and have contributed; on our part, 
SS whatever might ferve to maintain, and 
Nv. © $ more and more, to {trengthen the Trea: 
| K tiesof Alliance, Mutual Defence and 
4g "1 Friend(hip, which had fo happily, and; 
to the fatisfattion of both Parties, been agai erected, renewed, 
and confirmed between his Royal Majelty of Sweden, and this 
Statez and that, as well before this fad War, as during the 
fame, we have had in his faid Royal Majelty, an upright Con- 
fidence and Reliance : Yet after all, we have been fo unfortu- 
nate, That all thoſe our good Intentions have not found that 
Acceptation with his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Swedez, which we 
might, with Reaſon, have expected fromthe generous diſpofition 
of his laid Majeſty, had not thoſe that are ill affected to us, on 
the contrary, made uſe of all meansto divert his Majeſties good 
inchnation for the welfare of this Statez and'induwedtly, and 
by degrees, more and more alienated his Majeſty; and finally 
brought him into an open Rupture againſt our Allies, and con- 
ſequently againſt us. 

That when in the year 1671. we forclaw his Royal Majeſty 
of France was intended , though without any juſt reaſon, tg 
make War upon us 3 we ſent to his faid Royal Majeſty of Swe- 
den, out of our Aflembly, as our Ambaiſſador, the Heer Willian 
van Haren, to make known to his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Swede, 
our trouble on that account 3 andto pray his Majetty would be 
pleaſed, by amicable means of Mediation, or otherwiſe, to u- 
duce his faid Royal Majeſty of Fraxce, not to begin the ſaid 
War againſt us, with an offer mow his ſaid Royal Majeſty of 
France all due fatisfaftion, in cate, though without our knows 
ledge, the Treaties made with his Majeſty might have been con- 
travened : Or, if the faid amicable means ſhould prove truitlels, 
and of no effect, to affiſt us in conforntity to the Treaties fub- 
fiſting between his Royal Majeſty of Sweden, and us: But we 
were ſo far from obtaining our; {6 equitable, requeſt, that, tothe 
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contrary, we found, That thoſe that were ill affected to this 
State, had perſwaded his ſaid Royal Majeſty to make a Treaty 
—_—_ ſaid King of Frances by which his Royal, Majeſty'of 

wedar, on'account of his enjoyinig a conſiderable yearly Subs 
fidy: from the faid King of France, engaged himſelt not to'affiſt 
this State: That his Royal Majeſty of' France having accord- 
ingly made War upon theſe Lands, and obtained ſuch. Succelles, 
almoſt to the ſubverſion of the State, We,notwithſtanding all our 


\ endeavors, were not able to procure the ſaid afliſtance, pro- 


miſed us by.the Treaties.made, but were forced to content our 
{ves with the: Mediation.;: which. his\ ſaid Royal Majeſty of 
Swedex was pleaſed: to offer for the ending the ſaid War : That: 
turing the fard Mediation, all endeavors wereuſed by- the Mini-: 
{ters:of his ſaid Royal. Majeſty of Sweden, to draw the EleQtor 
of: Brandenburgh from our Party ;- and likewiſe'te-make the: 
Army which: the.Emperor. had: detigned tor his: and qur affiſt- 
ance,- fruitleſs z.propoling to; that end, a Ceſlation of Arms , 
which muſt; notorioutly have ruined us, ſeeing, during the faid 
Ceſiation, we ſhould bave been: torced to keep the. Enemy in 
the Heart of our Land , . and bear,-at the ſame time, 'the (ame 


. Charges and Subſidies; which. we were to ſupport in.an open 


Warz and tha for the Realons atoreſaid; we: had detlared, we 
could not: accept the-taidi/Ceiilation 5 That afterwards when 
through'the direftion of the Miniſters of his ſaid Royal Majeſty 
of Sweden, 'his EleQoraltighneſs: wasobliged totreat with the 
faid King of Erarce; and? we, by that means, being again de- 
prived of /all Afliſtance, were neccflitated. ro reſolve! to accept 
the faid Ceflatian of Arms ;-:no :eftecual Endeavors were any 
more. uſed to diſpoſe the ſaid. King of -Fravce thereunto (lo thar, 
it ſeemed, the Peace cauld tbe as well-advanced without a Cel- 
fation of Arms, as during one ) which gave then the occaſion 
and opportunity to.the ſaid King of France to attack, and take 
the-City of Maeitricht, which in all humane appearance would 
not. have hapned; 3n caſe the Miniſters, of. his ſaid Royal Majeſty 
of :Sweder, had riot obliged the faid Elettor to a Treaty of Peace 
with. his: Royal Majeſty .of France , and conſequently made 
fruitleſs, to us, the Auxiliary Army of his Imperial Majelty, and 
of his ElecQoral Highneſs, deſigned for our afliſtance : That the 
Freatics of Peace advancing, -and the King of France perſiſting 
to-.propoſe- Canditions,, which, rended-to our, evident rume ; 
the Miniſters of his ſaid; Royal Majeſty of Sweder, were never 
able to divert his ſaid Royal Majeſty of: France therefrom , nor 
could we obtain of his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Sweder, to give 
ns. the leaſt Atliſtance , purſuant to. the Freaties made 3 Bur 
ſome Men did know to diſpoſe his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Sweder, 
to look on;;;andonly with empty -words, to ſpeak againſt, the 
great oppreſſiens, which: his Royal Majelty of France, being 
F no 
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no Member of the Empire , -had through his Armies, brought 
upon fo ny innocent Electors, Princes, Cities, A 
Members of theEmpire, diredly contrary to the Peaccof West- 
phalia;, although that misfortune did; above others, light upon 
thoſe that profefled the Proteſtant Religion; and that they were 
roceeded againſt with the utmoſt rigor of Plundering, Fire,and 
word, under pretence, Thar the Reaſon' of War required it, 
But (o ſoon as his Imperial and Royal Majcſties of Spazz had 
Treated with us fora niutual Defence, andthe preventing the 
total ruine of the Empire, the Spaniſh and theſe Netherlands ; 
that the Miniſters of his ſaid Royal Majeſty had uſed all endea- 
vours to the contrary, and laboured to make all manner 6f 
Alliances againſt itz and particularly to give out, that theſaid 
Alliance was prejudicial to the Empire, and to the Liberty and 
Safety of the Members thereof; as 1f his ſaid Royal Majeſty of 
France might with reaſon ſerve himſelfof the whole Empire, for 
the rms. "oi of the Liberty of other States and Princes, and 
live therein according to his pleature; and that his ſaid Impe- 
rial Majeſty, (as Head of the Empire) wasnot at liberty to'make 
uſe of his Power for the defence of ſuch as were oppreſled, 
whoſe ruine would have been of no little prejudice to the 
whole Empire, eſpecially when the chicteſt Members of the faid 
Empire, did in ctte&, lye under the ſaid oppreflions of his Roy- 
al Majeſty of Frznce, tor thatthey could norin all things con- 
form themſelves to the Inclmation and Will of his faid Royal 
Majeſty of France; the faid Miniſters having palliated thoſe 
their proceedings, with this, that his Royal Majeſty of Fraxce 
had Declared, that he would recall his Army out of the faid 
Empire, ſo ſoon as his Imperial Majeſty ſhould have abandon- 
ed this State to his Royal Majeſty of France , and to that end, 
recalled his Forces into his —— Lands; That all this,not- 
withſtanding, we looking upon our ſelves as ſure, of his Roy- 
al Majeſty of Sweden's good affeftion for the weltfare of this 
State, would willingly have paſtby the proceedings of the ſaid 
Miniſters, and have letcontinue the Offices of his Royal Maje- 
ſties of Sweden's Mediation, in hopes that weight art laſt ob- 
tain an Honourable Peace, even as the Almighty Lord God 
did help us to a Peace with his Royal Majeſty of Great Brittair, 
as alſo with theEleftor of Cologne, and Prince of Mxnſter, not 
only without the leaſt aſſiſtance of the Mediation of his faid 
Royal Majeſty of Sweder ; but againſt the intention, and with 
the oppoſition of ſome of his Royal Majeſty of Swedens Mini- 
ſters; who endeavoured to hinder the faid/Peace, or delay it ; 
and to that end, uſed all endeavors, notwithſtanding, we moſt 
earneſtly (though in vain) defireft his ſaid Royal Majeſty of 


Swedens Miniſters, to co-operate with us for the obtaining it. 
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That his faid Royal Majeſty of Frente, having preſently after | 
the making rhe ſaid Treaty with his Royal Majeſty of Great 


Britain, abſolutcly broken up the Negotiations for Peace, 


our high Alltes. had by all means and ways endeavoured, ei- 
ther to procure an Honourable Peace, or to put us in ſuch a 
poſture, as that we right be able to reſiſt the great Power of 
his Royal Majelty of Franre, not to make any - Conquelts or 
Advantages upon hisfaid Royal Majeſty of Frazce, but to pre- 
terve what the Almighty Lord God had given us, and to re- 
cover, what by torce of Arms had, without ony reafon, been 
taken from us. That we have ſucceeded fo far therein, that the 
Bukes of Brunſwick and Lamenburg, of Zell, and of Wolfembut- 
tel, knowing the upright intention of us and our Allies; and 
ſeeing that by a Decree of the whole Empire, it was declared, 
That his ſaid Royal Majcſty of France had attacked the ſaid 
Empire; and that the Membersthereot were obliged to contri- 
burte to the detence of the faid Empire, have joyned themſelves 
with his ſaid Imperial Majcſty as the Head, and the other Mem» 
bers of the faid Empire, and coniequently entred with us into 
a nearer defenftive Alliance 3 That his Electoral Highne's of 
Brandenburg having to the faid end, been by his Imperial Ma- 
zeſty and us ſought to, and ſeeing likewiſe that his Royal Ma- 
jeſty of France had wholly broken up the Negotiations for 
Peace, and that there was no hope of ſetting them on foot a- 
gain; oven as his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Fraxce, hath not hi- 
therto been able to underſtand to tend his Miniſters to a place 
of Treaty 3 and that the ſaid Empire, and the Peace thereof, 
was more and more diſturbed, hath finally becn diſpoſed in 
like manner, to joyn himſfelt with his faid Imperial Majcſty, 
and conſequently. with us: and though his Royal Majelty of 
France, and much Jels his Royal Majeſty of Sweden, had not 
any reafon to be offended with his Eleftoral Highneſs, on ac- 
count thereofz feeing the Treaty concluded between his faid 
Royal Majeſty of Fraxce, and his {ajd EleQoral Highneſs, did 
particularly allow , that. it ſhould be free for his Electoral 
Highneſs, notwithſtanding the faid Treaty, to joyn himſelf with 
his ſaid Imperial Majeſty, and the ſaid Empire; and that at 
the time of the:making the Treaty , between his {aid Royal 
Maje{ty of Swedex, and tas Electoral Highneſs , it was by a ſe- 
parate Article-exprelly ſtipulated , That it his Ele&oral High- 
neſs ſhould judge, that the Peace could not be olvneed by 
amicable means, itſhould be free tor him to chuſe ſuch Party, 
as his Elcttoral Highneſs ſhould'think fitz and that his ſaid Roy= | 
al Majeſty of Sweden ſhould not on account thereof, enter in- | 
to any rupture or miſundeftanding with his ſaid EleQtoral 


Highneſs; 
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Highneſs ; although it ſhould happen, that his Royal Majeſty 
of Swefer, and his Electoral Highnels ſhould take contrary and 
oppoſite Parties: Yet have we after all, to -our great trouble 
ſeen , that thoſe that are ill-affefed toour State, haveforth- 
with prevailed: thereof, to advance the deſigns of his ſaid Roy- 
al Majeſty of Fraxce, and moreand more to engage his Royal 
Majeſty of Sweden mn his Party, and firſt, dire&ly to fall upori 
his Electoral Highnels, and conſequently upon us, and our high 
Allies, making thereby our hopes of an Honourable Peace 
wholly deſperate. And though we and our high Allies have 
by all ways and means endeavoured to prevent the ſame,ſhew- 
_— his Eledoral Highneſs had herein done nothing, but 
what his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Sweder had permitted and 

left him free ro do; and offering his Royal Majeſty of Swe- 
den for ſecurity and- greater ſafety of his Kingdoms, Lands, 
. People, and Rights, ſuch Treaties, Guaranty, and Aſſurances, 
as his ſaid Royal Majeſty ſhould defire ; yet have weand our 
high Allies not been able after all, to obtain any thing there- 
upon 3 but thoſe that are ill-affetted to this State, have indu- 
cced his faid Royal Majeſty of Swedew, toenter with his Army 
-into the Lands of his EleQoral Highneſs: Firſt, to lodge in 
them, and oblige the Inhabitants thereof to pay great Contri- 
butions ; and afterwards, to uſe and treat them in a hoſtile man- 
ner, only becauſe, as his faid .Rqyal Majeſty has cauſed to be 
declared to usin writing, , his faid Eletoral Highneſs had taken 
the Party of us, and of our high Allies 3 notwithſtanding, we 
and our high Allies haye often, very edrheſtly prayed, That 
his ſaid Royal Majeſty would be pleaſed to withdraw his Forces 
'out of the Lands of his EleCtoral Highneſs, and to enter into a 
Trenty' for the taking away the inconveniences that were 
ariſen. 

And whereas to our extream ſorrow, we have riot through the 
practiſes of thoſe who are ill affected unto us, beenable to ſuc- 
ceed therein 5 and that as well in purſuance of the foreſfaid 
Treaties, concluded with his Electoral Highnels, as in regard to 
our own ſafety , we cannot- avoid joyning our felves with his 
Electoral Highneſs, for oppoſing and procuring Reparation for 
ſuch hoſtile violence 3 ſeeing orheriy e, we ſhould not be only 
accuſed of not having fulfilled our word, but ſhould be the 
occaſion , that our other Allies, ſceing we abandoned thoſe, 
who were attacked, for having allied themſelves with us;ſhould 
be neceflitated to change ther party in time, to avoid the like 
inconveniences which his Eleftoral Highneſs , for that reaſon 
only, hath been forced to ſuffer and undergo 3 and that, by 
that means; we ſhould, in a ſhort time, be deprived of = pur 
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Allies, and expoſed to theplegſure of our Enemies, who have 
ſufficiently manifeſted what they deſigned with us, and the good 
Inhabitants of theſe Lands, when they thought they could at- 
tan'their aim, | | 
$9 is it, That we have found out ſelves neceſſitated, toge- 
ther with our high Allies, to declare, as we hereby declare War 
againſt his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Sweder , commanding all and 
Every, whom it may concern, to Treat the Lands, People, and 
Inhabitants of his ſaid Royal Majeſty of Swedex, m hoſtile 
manner, ' yet {o, as that we do not underſtand hereby, that it 
be permitted to- any perſon whatloever , and onthe contrary , 
we hereby expreſly forbid all Perſons whatſoever, to = the 
Traficking Marchants, Subjetts, or Inhabitants of his faid Ma- 
zeſty, their Ships, Goods, Wares, or Marchandifes, by Water 
of by Land, any let, hinder, or moleſtation; on pain of incur- 
ring our high diſpleaſure 3 ſo long as his faid Royal Majeſty 
ſhall grant the like liberty to the Traficking Marchants, Sub- 
eds, and Inhabitants of theſe Lands, and let the Commerce 
of the Inhabitants of both ſides, have 'its free and quiet courſe. 
And that no perton may pretend ignorance hereof, and every 
one may know how to govern himſelf, we charge and com- 
mand,” That the ſaid Mznifei7 thall be publiſhed; and affixed 

every where, as is uſed to be practiſed.
